Amid day-after confusion 


following a Michigan Supreme 
Court decision that seemingly 
puls properly taxpayers at the 
mercy of government 
spen- 


ders, 
four 
Republican 


lawmakers have proposed a 
constitutional amendment to 
reverse the ruling. 


One of them is Benton 


Harbor's. Sen. Charles O. 
Zollar, chairman of the Senate 
Appropriations Committee and 
often called the "most powerful 
figure in the Legislature." 


"I'm having the appropriate 


amendment drawn up now," 
Zollar told this newspaper 
today, "and we'll get it started 
on its way in a hurry." 


Noting he fought adoption of 


the offending 1963 Constitution, 
Zollar noted that "it was 
defeated in this area. If the 
people of the state as a whole 
had known about the impact of 
one new paragraph, they would 
have rejected the whole thing." 


The one paragraph, ruled on 


this week by the high court, 
modifies a traditional 15;mill 
limit on property taxes. The 
high court said the paragraph 
means that local government 
bodies can now tax without 
limit to pay off bonded debt or 
other contractual obligations. 


"This is by no means the only 


'sleeper' in the 1963 Con- 
stitution," 
said 
Zollar. 


"Amendments have 
been 


proposed to correct at least 50 
problems that have arisen 
since 19G3. 


"We felt in 1963, and I think 


our judgment is vindicated, 
that it would have been better 
to revise the old, tested Con- 
stitution with a few amend- 
ments." 


Even with this week's high 


court decision on taxes, Zollar 
doesn't feel the public's en- 
tirely with out protection. 


"All is not lost. We still have 


the option of recalling any 
municipal body that takes 
advantage of what is an ob- 
vious flaw in the Constitution. 


"Throw 'em out of office if 


they 
think 
they're 
King 


George," the senator advised. 


"We're not going to have 


taxation without represen-' 
tatron. Let's have another tea 
party. Only this time we can 
throw politicians, not 
tea, 


overboard." 


Heps. James K. Smith of 


Davison and Dennis Cawthorne 
of Manistce said Friday last 
action is necessary "to protect 
Ihe taxpayer from being sad- 
dled with higher unwanted and 
unvoted property taxes." 


•Smith and Cawlhorne said 


they would ask lhal (he pre- 
viously assumed limit of 15 
mills in cities, townships, 
drainage districts and most 
other governmental units be 
clearly specified. The limit in 


charter cities would be 20 mills. 


The legislators said (hey 


hoped the measure could bo 
placed on Ihe Aug. 8 state pri- 
mary ballot.

Ten years ago Michigan's voters 


balloted to hold a constitutional con- 
vention to revise and update the state's 
governmental system and in the following 
year at a special election chose the1 
delegates to perform that function. 
; The impetus for the idea lay pretty 
much in Democratic strongholds such as 
the Detroit area. The opposition to it found 
its greatest strength in theoutiying areas, 
This confrontation, without saying it in so 
many words, bespoke the one man — one 
principle which the U.S. Supreme Court 
shortly thereafter was to establish. 


The Democratics, however, failed to 


follow up in the 1963 special election which 
resulted in a clearcut Republican 
majority among the delegates. 


The new constitution pretty much 


reflects the caution which is a GOP 
trademark. A few applecarts were tipped 
but none overturned, andinsome respects 
a few applecarts nailed to the pavement 
were thought to be written into the new 
charter. 


One of those supposedly solid based 


vehicles was the pay as you go philosophy' 
in' financing Lansing, the county court 
house, the city and town hall. 


The legislature was ordered to function 


within a balanced budget, the graduated 
income tax was banned, and the is-mill 
property tax philosophy was carried over 
from the older constitution. 


The delegates divided into numerous

panels to discuss the long range effects of 
the many sections being framed into the 
total package. The taxation features of 
the new document were deliberated at 
length. 


The 15-mill ceiling, one adopted in 1932 


as an amendment to the 1908 constitution 
received a full airing. Strong pressure 
existed for its repeal. This was turned 
aside for what most delegates and those 
following the deliberations, newsmen 
included, assumed to be a sort of in- 
consequential compromise. 


Inserted into the compromise was a 


paragraph saying the limitation does not 
apply to funding public debt, including 
assessments 
or- other 
contractual 


obligations assumed in anticipation of 
bonds being issued for their payment. 


This clause caused no ripple at the time. 


As near as we can infer from records 
immediately at hand, the impression 
existed that this was a. grandfather clause 
to protect local bonds issued prior to the 
constitution's future effective date. The 
further impression held sway that another 
section in the document requiring voter 
approval 
for 
future 
bond 
issues 


adequately met the pay as you go prin- 
ciple. 


Several opinions from the Attorney 


General's office, following the new con- 
stitution's ratification in 1964, have been 
delivered to numerous local govermental 
bodies under that same impression. 


Two days ago the Michigan Supreme 


Court declared the impression to be 
a misconception. 


Following the constitution's wording 


literally, the Court said local govern- 
ments are not bound by the 15-mill ceiling 
in levying taxes to pay off indebtedness. 


In effect, the decision 
says a 


schoolhouse, a city hall, a court house, a 
fire truck or whatever now goes through 
the buy now, pay later route. 


The only limitation expressed by the 


Court is voter approval to issue bonds, or 
one which the legislature might adopt, or, 
as is the case with incorporated cities 
such as St. Joseph, a municipal charter 
debt limit. St. Joseph's is 8 per cent of its 
total valuation. 


One can not quarrel with the Court's 


opinion. It simply restates the very 
language which has been there for the 
past eight years and which only now has 
•been pulled under the reading glass. 


Justice Eugene Black who wrote the 


majority opinion felt obliged to apologize 
for his decision. The voters were yensed, 
wrote Black in those very words, when the 
constitution was presented in final form 
for their acceptance or rejection. 


"Bluntly stated," he said, "exposing 


fairly the actual purpose probably would 
have defeated the narrowly surviving 
Constitution of 1963." 


There are all manner of proposed 


amendments to the constitution for 
November's voting. 


Better scrap them and get out a 


proposal to return the Constitution's 
Article IX to what it was represented to be 
and to mean. 


iPlan Vacation Now 


Don't wait too long 
to make 


arrangements for this year's summer 
vacation. More than a hundred million 
other Americans are planning summer 
outings too, and the outlook is that there 
will be a shortage of accommodations. 


Resort owners, motels and hotels, 


transportation people and others affected 
by the nation's vacation habits predict 
this year will be "the greatest." Ex- 
penditures of vacationists are expected to 
approach $40 billion. 


Businesses catering to vacationing 


America have been expanding since last 
season, as they have been continuously 
for decades. But the rate of increase this 
year is expected to top the average in- 
crease in the last 20 years. 


Hundreds of new motels have been 
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constructed since last year. However, 
demand will again exceed overnight 
accommodations available along the 
travel routes. 


Of the millions who will travel, more 


than 100 million are expected to move by 
family car. How are such estimates 
arrived at? From inquiries pouring in 
upon automobile associations, map- 
service bureaus of major oil companies, 
from travel bureaus and inquiries to in- 
dividual accommodations. 


As for the millions who will depend upon 


public transportation facilities, the 
carriers are competing vigorously for 
this patronage. Every one of them will be 
faxed if Americans pack up and take off 
on vacations in the numbers and for 
weeks qualified observers expect.

Soviet Arms May

Be Overestimated 


WASHINGTON (NBA) — 


Thero is serious political and 
military danger to Ihe United 
Slates in overestimating Soviet 
military might. 


If large numbers of people 


come to believe in a- Soviet 
supcrstrenglh which does not 
exist, there could be an erosion 
ol' the confidence of our allies in 
(he deterrent power of U.S. 
strategic forces, upon which 
Ihe entire structure of free 
world defenses rests. 


Crucial allies might make 


deals with Moscow that would 
endanger their independence 
and 
weaken 
alliances 


necessary to political and 
military defenses of the United' 
Slates. 


It would, of course, be unwise 


to 
underestimate 
Soviet 


strength, but the story of 
Moscow's growing missile 
arsenal, its heavy expenditures 
lor military research, its ' 
modernized submarine fleet 
and rapidly expanding surface 
navy has been told in con- 
siderable detail these past few 
months. 


The picture needs some 


perspective. Where are we 
doing well and the 'Russians 
poorly? 


But first note that, as we 


have withdrawn from Vietnam, 
the Soviet Union has diverted 
perhaps a full quarter of its, 
land armies and tactical air 
strength and an unknown but 
probably sizable proportion-of 
its strategic weaponry to meet 
Ihe potential threat from. 
China. 


Note also (hat while the 


equipment 
of 
the 
East 


European satellite armies is 
formidable, there is some 
question about their reliability 
it asked to spearhead a Russian 
agression into West Europe. 


The Soviet Union has serious 


deficiencies in the undramatic 
bread-and-butter 
systems 


crucial to military power. 


The growing Russian naval 


licet is short of all-weather port 
facilities. It lacks air cover 
when operating far from the 
Soviet homeland and the 
necessary refueling, repair and 
other 
resupply ships for 


operating freely on the world's 
open oceans. 


Soviet armies are highly 


effective for the short, hard 
drive but, like their navies, 
lack (ho resupply and other 
logistic support for sustained 
advance. 


U.S. missiles are more ac- 


curate and better able to avoid 
antiballistic missile defenses. 
We are even now working on 
maneuvering reentry vehicles 
calculated .to outmaneuver 
improved Soviet ABMs of the 
future. 


Woare well ahead in missiles 


that fire off a number of 
warheads, each aimed at a 
different target 


Our aircraft technology is 


superior,' our bomber forces 
larger and more capable. 


We are ahead technically in 


attack submarines and in 
Polaris-Poseidon type subs. We 
are farther along in .anti-sub 
warfare sensors. 


We are considerably ahead in 


the 
sophisticated 
com- 


munications system — local 
and worldwide. 


Tile U.S. lead, as emphasized 


above, is qualitative, the type 
England's air force had over 
the German air fleet in the 
TJattle of Britain. To maintain 
that type of superiority (or 
sufficiency) as the Russians 
continue to build and invent, we 
mustputa greater emphasis on 
research. 


What Is Our I 


'Moral Mission9? 


In the current issue of 


National Review, William F. 
Buckley Jr. publishes a long 
and intensely interesting, but 
also moving essay about the 
Nixon journey to Peking. I 
happen to think that it is among 
the best things Buckley has 
written. It is full of alert ob- 
servation — the moment seen 
and forever caught. And what 
shines through the whole is a 
revulsion of feeling against an 
American President toasting, 
dining with and congratulating 
Chinese leaders, a census of 
whose victims makes Hitler 
instantly appear to have been a 
piker. 


But another reason this is one 


of the best of Buckley's essays 
is that it poses wilh painful 
clarity what really amounts to 
— oddly enough — a liberal 
dilemma. 
Nixon, observes 


Buckley, showed himself to be 
"utterly 
indifferent" 
to 


whether democratic praclices 
prevail in nations other lhan 
the U.S. 


Historically, ho points oul, 


we have had the Wilsonians, 
prepared to launch crusades 
for democracy everywhere. At 
the other extreme are the 
Nixonian cynics, prepared to 
deal wilh whomever is in 
charge, 
whatever 
the

character of the regime. But in 
between, thinks Buckley, is the 
"main army," presumably the 
majority, which, while not 
ready to fight to bring down 
oppressors, nevertheless is 
prepared to do a good deal 
short of fighting to discomfit 
them. 


This is certainly a coherent 


and defensible position. It is, I 
suppose, a sort of modified 
Wilsonianism, tempered by our 
recent experience. Yet I myself 
regard it with deep skepticism. 
Are we really to say that the 
U.S. ought, on moral grounds, 
to 
cultivate 
antagonistic 


relations with the assorted 
despotisms which seem likely 
to prevail over most of the 
globe for the foreseeable 
future? 


One of the great intellectual 


virtues of the Buckley essay is 
that it poses this question so 
sharply. If we answer that 
question in the negative, he 
says, 
"we 
have 
lost — 


irretrievably— any remaining 
sense of moral mission in the 
world." 


Yet to answer in the af- 


firmative, to assert a serious 
"preference" for what in 
American terms would be a 
"decent" 
government, is to 


suppose that there is at least 
some 
likelihood of 
such 


governments emerging in the 
so-called Third World. 


It is a charitable and yet, I 


think, quixotic expectation. In 
every few countries do the 
decent elements he specifics 
("self government, a private 
seclor, a bill of rights") show 
much sign of emerging let 
along prevailing. They seem 
indigenous to northern and 
western Europe, and lo such 
former colonies of Europe as 
the U.S., Canada and Australia. 


In southern and eastern 


Europe the democratic system 
has never prospered, and I do 
not know on what ground one 
can say that it "ought" to do so 


Nixon's

Buckley, has cost us our sense 
of moral mission — democratic 
mission — in the world. Ma'ybe 
so. Yet if our moral mission is. 
io make democracy prevail in 
Peking, Madrid or Timbuktu, 1 
myself — perhaps wearily --, 
say we ought to forget it.

others proposing a bill of rights 
for prisoners, a "guaranteed

Most of the resolutions called 


for sweeping changes in health 
care, education, employment, 
housing, the courts and the pe- 
nal system.
